The housing problem in Xenia was 
the main question before the mem­ 
bers of the Social Service League at 
the regular m eeting held .Monday 
evening.

I heartily approved the plan agitated 
' by City Manager Riddle for one or 
more community single-story houses, 
operated under supervision 
of the 
League and the city, as a solution to 
the problem. 
A survey conducted 
some tim e ago proved that almost 
unbelievable 
sanitary 
conditions 
exist in Xenia, which are a stain on 
the name of the city and conducive 
of ill health and degeneration. 
The plan of Mr. Riddle is to build 
one or several four apartment build­ 
ings, either 
through 
prrivate 
or 
syndicate ownership, and to operate 
them under supervision of the city 
and the Social Service League. 
The 
proposed buildings, plans for which 
have been drawn up by Harold W. 
Dice, will be constructed one story 
high, be constructed with sanitary 
facilities, and will permit of a garden 
plot for 
each 
fam ily. 
Inspectors 
provided by the League and the city 
will see that the 
apartments 
are 
kept in a sanitary 
condition, 
and 
that the buildings are kept in a state 
of repair. 
The city and the league 
will be back of any investor 
who 
cares to build the houses, which will 
pay over ten per cent interest, al- 
owing a minimum of rental in order 
to take care of the poorer fam ilies. 
Housing conditions are deplorable, 
according to Manager Riddle, 
who 
has conducted a personal investiga­ 
tion. and -sanitary conditions that 
could hardly he imagined were seen 
by the investigators in their survey.

It is built along the creek in a most 
unsanitary place and no sanitation 
is provided.
